H E Counteſs of Tyrcomel, Famous for 
her B:gotry ro the Romeſh Gauſe, came 0- 
ver from Irelzid to England in the Mon- 
i0urh Yatch, Capt. Wrizht Commander, 
in the Year, 1688. and belides her own Daugh- 
ters and RKetinue,brought over two Gentlewomen 
both big with Child ; one of which was a Tall 
Luſty Woman, of alout zo Years of Ape, and 
th* other a Tali Slender Woman dark Hair'd and 
Azed a>out 20 Years: The firſt of theſe was 
brought to Bed at St Albans in the way to Low- 
Gus and the ſecond, whoſe name was Mrs.Grey, 
was Lodz'd in St. Fames's Palace, where ſhe had 
Private Rooms affigned, in or near, the Lady 
Strickiands Lodgings in the narrow Gallery, be- 
tween the Queens Appartment, and the great 
Chappet. ; h ; 
1:1 theſe Lodgings, that young Gentlewoman 
was delivered on Sunday Morning, the 10th. of 
«12; the fame day, and but a very ſhort fime 
before the late © ween pretended to be Delivered 
of a Prinee of IWzles,*and about the end of Juney 
ſhe was removed from thoſe Lodgings to the 
Marchioneſs of Poxes's Apnartment, in che ſame 
Gallery : ihe being thn appointed Governe/- of 
the PretendeJ Priace of Wales, and to taat La.!yt 
Cuſtody VV AZ. @rez Committed. 
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At which time one Mfr. Fuller was in the ſic 
4f,rchises's Eamily, and dayly attended the ſai 
young Gentlewonan, ſupplyiry, her with all ne 
celarics, during her ſtay at St. Fumes F in whicl 
time ſhe was Rarely vitited by Wy, CXCCpt the 
ſaid 3farchzoneſs, feldom detirous to [tir out of 
her Lodgings, except to vitit the young ; Prince, te 
which ſhe expreſt a particular Zeal an Delght 
and of whom ſhe appcared extreamly fond; anc 
when permitted to take him 1n her Arms: he; 
Embraces ſeened to be more than ordinary Ten 
der and Paſſionate. 

About the middle of Zuly following, ſhe was 
ororedby Authority to be Traniported to France, 
and one Fathcr S: bran, Mr. F. ds Mrs. Fouts 
ordred to attend her to Dover; at which fhe ſeem 
ed mightilyConceraed all the way thither, hav 
ing before ſhe took her Jeave of the Court delir' 
to pay her Laſt duty to the Queen, and was ot 
ſerved to ſhed Tears in Abundarce at taking he 
-Farewel! of that Y OUS Prince. 

She was met at Dover, by one Father Grey, 
Secular Irith Prieſt ; who pretended to be he 
Brother, with whom fhe Emburg'd for Callers, 1 
order to be Convey'd to the Convent of the Bt 
wedietine Nuns in Paris. 

The Winter following, the happy Revolutio 
F- in this Kingdom, Mr. Fuller being then preterre 
#7 to the late Qxeens Service in France, by the Pre 
= ercment of his great Friend the 2a 
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Fex.s, in whom the late Queen repos'd a parti. 
cular Truſt and Conhdence upon the Character 
ſhe had received of him trom the faid Murck;o. 
1/5. He being at St. Germans in February, 168g, 
was one Swday night ordered to attend the Lncen 
imediately ; who was reported to be Indiſpoſed, 
(as it ſeems, with a Frig-t, Obliged ner to keep 
her Chamber ) where the laid Mr. Fuller atteng- 
ing, was told by Her Majeſty that he muſt ime- 
diately prepare to go for England with Letters to 
the Lord Montgomery and others, about Extraor- 
dinary Buiineſs, and at giving him the Letters 
told hin, That it was a matter that nearly con- 
cerned the late King and her Self, and that for 
fear he ſhauld be Searcht beforelhis Landing, and 
o-liged to fling his Letters into the Sca ; She 
thought tit to give him a Rig, which he was to 
deliver to the Lord Mongomery in England by way 
of Credentials for what he had to fay by word of 
Mouth upon any unfortunate Miſcarriage of the 
ſatd Letters: And thereupon to tell hun, 

* That the fame Woman which camefron! Jre- 
{1d with the Lady Tirconel in May, 1688. was 
«Stoln out of the Aannery in Paris,where ſhe was 
«kept, ( there having been a breach made in the 
« Garden Walls ) and that it was the Opinion of 
* the French Court, that ſhe had been Ailiſted by 
<« {ome of the Prince of Orange's Friends in Parts, 
*to make her eſcape from thence, in Order to 


«come for England. The late Queen allo further 
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« Coun ande Mr. rw to Cil his Lordihip. 

«Tha the French King ha1 taken all pofttble 
& Care to Pre _ her pa 9 of; but leaſt his en 
« dezvou'r, ſhout! 4 heEruſterared, it was her de 
« fire, that t2c td Lord Mongomery and others,

patch,” ſutticiently p00 the fear ſhe was in 0 
tiiat Poor Womans eſcape; and fo Zealous wa: 
ſhe for executing the Vengeance ſhe had deſignec 
upon ter: That for fezr of a Miſcarriag® of he 
Commands! n Black and Wrre, ſhe.truſted hir 
3» witi { Ohe part of that Bloody Committion.

Pur t he day following, Farhcr Sabran being to go in 
one of hcr Majrſties Coaches to Paris, in order t:2 bring 
che Counteſs of Suffex with the Woraan to $i Germeins, 
the Zucen ordered Mr. Feller to attend Father Sabran in 
the Coach, wh:ic.1 he did; and coming next day to rhe 
Nunnery, they continucd there about an Hour and a

the Fare of that unfortunate Gent|l*woman; bur | 
might have fparcd himfelf that needlcs trouble, find 
Farher Sabran who was Chaplain to the young Pronc 
and is now his Tutor,franckly rold him the farne Ev 
ning that he left her That be believed ſhe would not be 
lroe the day following, nor was it fit ſhe ſbould Live, a 
therefore might have reſted ſatisfied with that anſw:
